Welcome  to  the  Emerson  Majestic  Theatre,  and  thank  you  for  being 
part  of  this  exciting  event. 

As  you  entered  the  lobby,  we  hope  you  noticed  the  recently  restored 
columns  and  frieze  which  frame  the  auditorium  entrance.  We  would  also 
like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  restored  opera  boxes  to  the  right  of  the 
audience. 

These  areas  are  examples  of  how  the  Majestic  will  appear  when  res¬ 
toration  is  complete.  We  are  currently  in  the  first  phase  ($1 .5  million)  of  an 
effort  to  raise  the  $4  million  that  will  enable  this  gem  to  regain  its  former 
beauty. 

Much  of  the  $2.5  million  that  Emerson  College  has  invested  thus  far 
is  not  visible  because  it  has  rebuilt  the  Theatre's  infrastructure:  new  staging, 
rigging,  plumbing,  electrical  and  mechanical  systems,  as  well  as  refurbished 
orchestra  seats. 

Additional  restoration  will  begin  in  the  summer  of  1989,  thanks  to 
the  generosity  of  the  following  cast  of  supporters  (items  to  be  named  in 
honor  of  the  donors  are  noted  in  parentheses):

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THE  MAN  WHO  OWNED  BROADWAY 


"I’m  a  Yankee  Doodle  Dandy, 

A  Yankee  Doodle  do  or  die; 

A  real  live  nephew  of  my  Uncle  Sam's, 

Bom  on  the  Fourth  of  July." 

These  words ,  written  by  George  M.  Cohan  for  Little 
Tohnny  Tones  in  1904,  sum  up  both  the  author's  pride  in  his 
heritage  and  the  keystone  of  his  star-spangled  success. 
Bright,  brash,  wise-cracking,  and  intensely  patriotic, 
Cohan  dominated  the  American  musical  theatre  in  the 
early  twentieth  century.  He  was  the  man  who  owned 
Broadway  and  he  did  more  to  advertise  it  than  any  other 
man  of  his  time.  In  his  heyday,  Cohan  believed  that  the 
bright  lights  on  the  marquees  and  the  spotlights  beaming 
on  him  would  never  fail  him,  never  let  him  down,  but 
toward  the  end  of  his  years  Broadway  was  a  street  he  did 
not  understand,  an  audience  which  no  longer  appreciated 
his  theatrical  style. 

George  Michael  Cohan  was  bom  on  July  4,  1878  (his 
baptismal  certificate  states  July  3)  in  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  the  son  of  Jerry  and  Nellie  Cohan,  two  popular 
Vaudeville  artists.  In  his  early  age,  he  and  his  sister, 
Josie  joined  their  parents  to  form  the  act  originally  titled 
The  Cohan  Mirth  Makers.  Later,  as  the  Four  Cohans, 
they  sang,  danced,  and  joked  their  way  across  the 
footlights  of  America,  becoming  one  of  the  nation’s 
leading  vaudeville  attractions. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century,  George  M  (  as  he  was 
frequently  called)  and  his  family  left  vaudeville  to  enter 
the  world  of  musical  comedy  on  Broadway  where  he 
became  known  as  "Mr.  Broadway".  Within  the  span  of 
his  career  he  composed  over  500  songs,  authored 
approximately  40  plays,  and  appeared  in  and/or 
produced  some  125  productions.  Whatever  his  crtitics 
may  have  said,  there  is  no  question  that  he  was 
extraordinarily  gifted  ,  a  man  of  boundless  energy  and 
talent.  Thanks  to  his  plays  and  songs,  he  became  a 
national  institution.  It  was  little  wonder  that  in  1940 
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President  Roosevelt  presented  him  with  the 
Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  for  his  contribution  to  the 
American  spirit.  It  was  little  wonder,  also,  that 
Hollywood  should  film  his  life 

(  with  James  Cagney  as  Cohan)  in  Yankee  Doodle  Dandy. 

George  M.  Cohan  died  at  his  New  York  apartment  on 
November  4, 1942.  As  to  what  he  considered  the  most 
interesting  part  of  his  life,  one  can  only  accept  what 
theatre  historians  have  stated:  that  the  only  theatre 
Cohan  really  loved  was  the  theatre  which  was 
essentially  his  father's,  the  theatre  of  one-night  stands, 
of  six  performances  a  day,  of  small  houses  in  small  towns, 
the  theatre  in  which  he  had  grown  up. 

In  his  lifetime,  Cohan  symbolized  in  his  career  the 
dying  tradtion  of  vaudeville  and  the  transition  of  the 
emerging  world  of  the  American  musical  theatre.

In  tonight's  production,  the  life  of  George  M.  Cohan  is  depicted 
through  the  format  of  a  vaudeville  show  with  all  the  episodes  of  his 
life  occuring  in-and-around  the  world  of  a  theatre.  Within  this 
concept,  the  splendor  of  the  historical  Emerson  Majestic  Theatre  is 
utilized  to  recreate  the  distinguished  theatrical  career  of  a  man  of  the 
theatre,  a  man  who  was  the  theatre. 

Scenically,  a  series  of  period  "post  card"  drops  as  well  as  several 
selected  theatrical  props  are  used  to  set  the  period  and  the  mood  of 
the  American  theatre  during  the  span  of  George  M.  Cohan's  life. 
Similarly,  the  design  of  the  costumes  is  intended  to  heighten  the 
expression  of  a  theatrical  era  rather  than  to  create  a  historically 
authentic  garment. 

It  is  also  important  to  note  that  the  spotlight  becomes  an  important 
"character"  in  the  development  of  the  action-as  it  was  in  the  life  of 
George  M.
